De you want te knew why? Because it 
yields more food for man and beast, then any 
other cultivated grain. Cut for hay, the crop 
is large and of excellent quality, ond, it ts 
said, imparts & vigor or an elasticity to work- 
ing cattle that is sequired from no other feed. 
Stock, too, are very fond of millet hay. If al 
lowed to ripen, its seed is an exccilent grain 
for animals, possessing as mach nutriment as 
Tadian corn, but not its fattesing . In 
Europe it is often ground for bread, and, where 
people are accustomed to its use, they are foad 
of millet bread. 

lashis latitude, as we learn from a good aa. 
thority, the time for sowing millet is from the 
first of May to the mitidle of June, when it 
will be ready to harvest in July or August, 
leaving (he ground in the best possible comii. 
tion for s crop of winter grain. A rich, light 
soil is best, end it should be deep and Gnely 
prepared as for wheat. If grown for hay, from 
30 to 40 quarts of seed should be sown to the 
scre. It should be cut while the seed is in the 
milky state, and as soon as it is well wilted it 
should be put up and cured in cocks, as recom- 
mended for hay. If the weather is fine, it will 
be sufficiently made ie three or four days, 
when the cocks should be turned and opened 
& few hours before it is hauled in. When sown 
for the grain, from 16 to 20 quarts of seed are 
required to the acre, and if put in with a good 
seed drill, the crop of seed woukd be much 
improved. 

No attempt should ever be made to secure 
both reed and hay from the same field. Plant 
one field for seed, and one for hay. A good 
crop will yield five tons of hay. 

For seed, the upper parts of the heads must 
be ripe before it is cut. 

There is ome advantage in growing milict 
that ought to commend it to ali farmers. It 
fourishes well in all seasons. 

Farmers who once commence the cultivation 
of millet seldom ever abandoa it.

Cavez or rus Dovsts Peacuzs.—-It has 
been noticed as « remarkable fact, thet « very 
large proportion of the young peaches, the 
present season, are growing in clusters—two, 
three, four, and sometimes even five, proceed- 
ing from one bad. The following article, 
written to the Danville (Ky.) Tribune by « 
fruit-grower of experience, gives what the 
writer te be the ceuse of this phe- 
nomenon 

All the varieties of the peach, nectarine, and 
other fruit, have been stunted in their growth 
for the last two summers, so that they could 
not make their regular growth. Now vegeta- 
tion recommences with the spring of the se- 
cond year and the return of warm weather. 
The uppermost, and perhaps some other bads, 
which were formed the previous year, gradusily 
unfold and pump ap sep from the stock re- 
maining fn store about them. The place of the 
sap so removed is inetantly supplied by that 
which is next. An impulse is thus given to 
the @uids from the summit to the roots. Wew 
sap is absorbed from the earth, and sent op- 
wards through the wood of last year, and the 
phenomeavn called the flow of the sap is fully 
completed to continue with greater or less 
velocity till the return of winter. The axis of 
the bud clongates upwards, forming leaves and 
bads in the same way as the parent shoot. In 
like manner, also, each bud sends down its 
roots in the form of Obres within the bark, and 
above the wood of the shoot from which it 
sprang, thus forming on the one hand « new 
layer of wood, and on the other, « fresh deposit 
of bark. In order to facilitate this last opers- 


the spring by the exudation from both of them, 
of the giutinous, slimy substance called cam- 
bium, which appears to be expressly intended 
in the first instance to facilitate the descent of 
the subcortial fibres, of the growing buds, aad 
in the second place to generate the cellular 
tiseue by which the horizontal! dilation of the 
axis is camsed, and which maintains s commu- 
nication between the bark apd the centre of 
the axis.
